the majority of which operated 
behind the Japanese lines. He pro- 
vided medical care for both Amer- 
ican and Chinese guerrilla troops 
in many disease-ridden areas be- 
hind the enemy lines. 

The Navy captain, who is a na- 
tive of Aulander, N. C., began his 
naval medical career when he en- 
listed in the Navy’s Hospital Corps 
during the First World War on 
April 9, 1917. Following the war 
he went to Wake Forest College 
in North Carolina, receiving his 
B.A. degree in 1923. In 1927 he 
received his M.D. degree from the 
University of Maryland School of 
Medicine in Baltimore.

Upon receiving his M.D. degree 
he was immediately commissioned 
in the Medical Corps of the Reg- 
ular Navy and has served in that 
corps ever since. He has had duty 
in the US Naval Hospitals at Nor- 
folk, Va.; Brooklyn, N. Y.; Beth- 
esda, Md.; Guam and Philadel- 
phia, Pa. He was Chief of Medical 
Service at the Philadelphia Naval 
Hospital, where he was selected 
for duty with the Sino-American 
Cooperative Organization in the 
interior of China.

Those will become familiar words to the men of the Navy . . . and 
all new residents of TGH. 

Operating 14 hours a day, seven days a week, KTGH is affiliated 



with the Armed Forces Radio 
Service, which supplies about 30 
hours of programs weekly. That 
leaves 68 hours a week produced 
by KTGH locally. Of this time, 20 
hours each week are devoted to 
request programs. The dinner 
music program, “Strictly Music,” 
takes up another 14 hours weekly, 
leaving 34 hours of assorted pro- 
gram material designed by the 
KTGH staff.

We 
attempt to carry commercial pro- 
grams of the widest general appeal 
on those channels. 

KTGH carries two remote-con- 
trol broadcasts each week, one 
from the Royal Hawaiian Hotel 
and the other from Lau Yee Chai 
in Waikiki. A thrifty way of ex- 
changing the confinement of hos- 
pital life for the glamor of night 
life. These two 15-minute pro- 
grams are handled by Bill Ashley 
of the KTGH staff. 

News is also a regular feature 
of the hospital station. Four five- 
minute newscasts are brought to 
you each day on Channel One. 

To keep your bedside radio in 
operation your help is necessary. 
Those plastic pillow speakers 
aren’t as rugged as they appear. 
They’re fragile instruments. Drop- 
ping them on the floor — or play- 
ing catch with ’em — is a sure 
way to deprive yourself of radio 
listening. They break easily and 
are not as easily replaced. The 
pull-string, by which you may se- 
lect any of the four channels, is 
also delicate. Pulling gently and 
straight out will insure longer life 
for the puU-string. If the quality 
of your speaker seems a little 
brittle, it may be improved by 
placing it under the pillow slip 
or putting a handkerchief over 
the speaker. Cloth definitely im- 
proves the quality.

Tripler’s Red Cross social serv- 
ice department is located on Floor 
1, B Section, Room 191. The recre- 
ation area (until the completion 
of the Patients’ Recreation Build- 
ing now under construction) is 
located in Ward 31, Floor 2, D 
Unit. 

Included in the services of the 
American Red Cross at Tripler 
General Hospital is case work 
service for all patients in the hos- 
pital regardless of their classifica- 
tion, and for all duty personnel. 
The following specific types of 
service are provided: 

1. Financial assistance to Army, 
Navy, Air Force, Marine and 
Coast Guard personnel and 
their dependents, and also to 
veterans, on an individual 
basis to meet emergencies. 
This assistance is also avail- 
able to armed forces personnel 
assigned to this hospital. 

2. Emergency furlough investiga- 
tions for military patients and 
duty personnel and referral to 
proper authorities for decision. 

3. Health and welfare reports for 
patients, duty personnel and 
families of such through chap- 
ter nurses. 

4. Medical information is secured 
with permission of patient to 
assist doctor in completing 



diagnosis and planning treat- 
ment. 

5. Assistance to relatives of seri- 
ously ill patients. 

6. Distribution of comfort articles 
on an individual basis. 

7. Post discharge planning: 

a. Explanation of and help 
in filing claims for gov- 
ernment benefits. 

b. Referral to other agencies 
for needed follow - up 
care. 

c. Assistance in plaiming 
vocational rehabilitation 
or guidance. 

8. Incidental services: Sending of 
telegrams, shopping for pa- 
tients, tracing mail, and simi- 
lar assistances. 

The American Red Cross staff 

at TGH provides medically ap- 
proved recreation for all patients 

in the hospital. This includes: 

1. Recreation on the wards for 
groups or individual patients. 

2. Recreation in the area estab- 
lished for that purpose: pool, 
ping-pong, playing of musical 
instruments, cards, instruction 
in bridge and dancing. 

3. Off-post recreation: Tours of 
the island, wrestling matches, 
boxing matches, plays, baseball, 
football and other sports in 
season.
